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Health hoard 
approves 
needle 
exchange 

A possible needle and syringe exchange 
program in Lee County took a step toward 
happening last Thursday when the Lee 
County Board of Health approved the 
establishment of such a program in the 
county. 

The approval does not mean that the 
local health department would be involved 
in the exchange of needles and syringes, 
it does, however, permit the existence of 
such a program. 

District Health Department Director 
Karen Cooper said the health department, 
the University of Kentucky or Kentucky 
River Community Care could be the pro¬ 
vider and exchange point. 

Cooper said the program is the result 
of legislation passed by the Kentucky 
General Assembly earlier this year. 

It is designed to reduce the chances of 
intravenous drug users from contracting 
and spreading HIV and Hepatitis C. 

She cited the small community of Aus¬ 
tin, IN, which she said is smaller than Be¬ 
attyville, struggling with some 200 HIV 
patients caused by contaminated needles 
and or syringes. The majority of them, she 
said, also have Hepatitis C. 

For the program to be made available 
locally, both the Lee County Fiscal Court 
and the Beattyville City Council must 
approve it. 

Also during the meeting, Lee County 
Administrator Vivian Smith said she 
believes that the health center will move 
into its new offices across the street in 
August. 

She said the downstairs renovation 
is virtually completed, and work is being 
done upstairs. 

Smith said a ribbon cutting and open 
house would be scheduled. 

The building is the former Peoples 
Exchange Bank. 

The board agreed to keep the tax rate 
at five percent. 

Approval was given to the health cen¬ 
ter’s 2015-16 budget. It shows $336,650 
in anticipated revenue and $224,487 in 
expenditures.

Fiscal Court struggles 
with awarding bid 

IVIembers of the Lee County Fiscal Court struggled last Thursday to decide who 
should get a slip removal job. 

County Emergency Management Director Eugene Barrett opened three bids 
for the removal and repair of a slip on Brush Creek Road in the northeastern part 
of Lee Couty. 

AWI’s bid of $ 11,000 stated it was to: “Remove slip back to slate rock on hill. 
Not removing any slate rock that isn’t loose. Haul material to our designated site. 
Not to exceed one mile. Total labor and equipment cost: $11,000.” 

King-Crete Drilling entered a bid of $25,000. It said: “25,000 for removal of

Ruptured spleen 
cause of 
inmate’s death 


T he preliminary cause of the July 4 death of jail inmate 
Ricky Combs was hypovolemic shock, or a ruptured 
spleen, according to Lee County Deputy Coroner Ronnie 
Dickerson. 

Dickerson said the state medical examiner’s office in 
Frankfort is still investigating the case. He said toxicology 
and microscopic work must be completed. 

Combs, 43 of Breathitt County, was in the Three Forks 
Regional Jail on a charge of receiving stolen property. 

On the Saturday of his death, Combs reported to jail 
authorities that he was sick at his stomach. He was taken 
from his cell to the booking area, Jail Maj. Keith Combs 
told The Beattyville Enterprise. That was at 2:45 p. m. 

Maj. Combs said the officers took Rick Combs’ blood 
pressure and found it to be high. They called the jail nurse 
who advised them to call an ambulance. 

Maj. Combs said the ambulance was called at 5:55 p. m. 
and arrived at 6:20 p. m. 

Deputy Coroner Dickerson took issue with that time¬ 
line. 

He told the newspaper this past Tuesday that the ambu¬ 
lance was called at 6:05; was dispatched at 6:06; and was 
enroute at 6:09. Dickerson said the ambulance arrived at 
the jail at 6:15. He also said that the inmate had complained 
of chest pains. 

He said Ricky Combs “was in full code” when the 
ambulance crew arrived and checked him. They began 
CPR and called for a backup crew at 6:25. 

The crew put the patient in the ambulance and headed 
toward the Irvine hospital, working on him as they went. 

Dickerson said the crew followed procedure by stop¬ 
ping at the intersection of KY 498 and KY 52 West to call 
for the coroner. 

Dickerson pronounced Ricky Combs dead at 7:10 
p.m. 

In addition to the medical examiner’s office, the death 
is being investigated by the Kentucky State Police. 

Ricky Combs had been in jail since May 15. 


Enrollment 

continues 

decline 


As work is being done at the Lee County Elementary 
School, registration in Lee County Schools has dropped 
to 950. 

Director of Pupil Personnel Ray Shuler told the Lee 
County Board of Education Tuesday that there are 46 
fewer students enrolled in the county’s schools now than 
one month ago. 

However, he said he believes that more will enroll 
before school starts. 

Shuler, who is also in charge of buildings and grounds, 
reported that three rooms have been set aside at Beat¬ 
tyville Elementary for kindergarten students. He said 
those students would have access to both the gym and 
the playground.

Trump 
energizes the 
GOP’s base but 
gives the party 
establishment 
heartburn

Donald Trump is not 
going to be the Republican 
nominee for president. 
That’s all but certain. But 
his presence in the GOP 
primary is certainly making 
things interesting. 

Trump’s entry into the race 
has energized much of the 
party’s base of conservative 
voters, who are tired of 
the party’s leaders and 
establishment pandering to 
liberal interests, especially 
on the subject of illegal 
immigration. But to the 
powers that be, Trump is 
a nightmare because he 
is challenging the party’s 
hierarchy on a matter 
where the leaders and their 
constituency are not on the 
same page. 

By and large, conservatives 
oppose illegal immigration. 
They want the nation’s 
borders secured and illegal 
aliens prosecuted, and if 
possible, deported. They are 
tired of seeing jobs taken 
away from American citizens 
by illegals who will work for 
under-the-table payments. 
They see the national 
security threat posed by the 
flood of people who cross 
the border illegally. They 
also recognize that there is 
a process for immigrants to 
come here legally, and they 
want that process honored. 
They cringe at any mention 
of amnesty for illegal 
immigrants already in the 
country. 

On the other hand, the 
party’s establishment and its 
big donors turn a blind eye 
to the problem. They don’t 
mind the influx of cheap 
labor. If they can get by with 
paying illegals less than the 
minimum wage, they’re all 
for that. They don’t want 
to lose their existing labor 
force, so they favor a system 
by which people already in 
the country illegally can get 
to stay. 

Donald Trump is 
challenging their positions 
and making them 
uncomfortable. They don’t 
want to have to defend their 
support for “comprehensive 
immigration reform,” which 
is code for “let the illegals 
stay.” Therefore, there have 
been calls for Trump to 
tone down his rhetoric and 
an insistence that he not be 
allowed to participate in any 
presidential debates, the 
first of which is scheduled 
for next month. They point 
to all the outreach they’ve 
been trying to do to court 
the Hispanic vote, and they 
fear that Trump will undo all 
their efforts. It’s interesting 
that one candidate who 
hasn’t criticized Trump, Ted 
Cruz, has Hispanic lineage. 

No one, other than an 
illegal alien, should take any 
offense at what Trump said. 
He wasn’t addressing those 
who have immigrated here 


lawfully, have all proper 
documentation, and aren’t 
breaking any laws. The 
GOP establishment acts 
so fearful that Trump will 
chase Hispanics away from 
the Republican Party. Don’t 
they listen when those who 
came here legally and went 
through the process as 
prescribed in law express 
outrage and resentment at 
those who came illegally? 

Because Trump expressed 
a strong opinion on a subject 
most politicians from both 
parties would rather avoid, 
he’s suffered some business 
backlash. His response has 
been a thing of beauty. When 
NASCAR announced that it 
would not hold its season¬ 
ending awards banquet at a 
Trump property because of 
pressure from the sponsor 
of its truck racing series, 
Trump rubbed NASCAR’s 
nose in it. He said that he 
would simply keep their 
sizeable deposit for the use 
of his facility and then rent 
it out to someone else and 
make even more money in 
the process. 

Trump isn’t the ideal 
Republican candidate. While 
he maybe causing headaches 
for the establishment 
and delighting the party’s 
conservative base in the 
process, there are significant 
weaknesses in his candidacy. 
While he’s certainly not on 
the list of candidates for 
whom I wouldn’t vote under 
any circumstance (right now 
RandPaul,JebBush, Lindsey 
Graham and Chris Christie 
are the primary occupants 
of that slate), and he’s not 
among my favorites (Ted 
Cruz is head and shoulders 
above everyone else on that 
list), I’d certainly have to 
give strong consideration to 
him should he survive the 
primary process. 

But that’s not likely. 
The party hierarchy and 
the establishment will be 
gunning for him. They 
all seem to be gravitating 
toward Bush, but perhaps 
this will be the year the 
Republicans nominate a 
true conservative after the 
failures of moderate-to- 
liberal candidates in the last 
two presidential elections. 
If John McCain and Mitt 
Romney couldn’t win, why 
should anyone think Jeb 
Bush can? 

In the meantime, it 
will be fun to sit back and 
watch Trump make the GOP 
establishment squirm. It’s 
time they got the message 
that the party doesn’t want 
to be led from the top 
down, but they want the 
party’s leaders to reflect the 
grassroots sentiment. So 
far, Trump has tapped into 
that populist sentiment, and 
the entertainment value is 
priceless.

PREDICTING MYOPIA IN CHILDREN 


M y p o i a 
(nearsightedness) affects 
one in three Americans 
between ages 12 and 54 , 
and its incidence seems to 
be increasing. To gain a 
better understanding of this 
common refractive error, 
researchers recently studied 
4,500 children. On the basis 
of examination of their annual 
eye exams, it was found that 
children tend to be slightly 
farsighted in first grade, and 
those who are less farsighted 
(+ 0.75 diopters) at this age, 
often become myopic (- 0.75 
diopters or worse) later. Using 
these parameters, researchers 
found they could predict a 
child’s likelihood at age six 
of becoming near sighted at 
age 13 . Because a general eye 
exam in a pediatrician’s office 
does not tend to be this precise, 
a visit to the ophthalmologist 
is recommended.

KSP Warns of 
Telephone Scam 


The Kentucky State 
Police, Richmond Post has 
been notified that scammers 
are using the KSP Post 7 
telephone number in an 
attempt to scam some 
central Kentucky residents. 

The attempted scam 
begins when a caller 
replaces their number with 
the KSP Post 7 telephone 
number, 859-623-2404, 
and calls the unsuspecting 
person. The caller then tells 
them that the Kentucky 
State Police has a warrant 
for their arrest because they 
owe the IRS money. The 
caller then demands an 
immediate payment over 
the phone to avoid being 
arrested. Fortunately, there 
have not been any reports 
of scammers collecting any 
funds, but KSP has received 
multiple calls from people 
that were targeted by the 
scam artists. 

The Kentucky State Police 
would like to remind people 
that we do not call and 
collect funds, or threaten 
arrest for unpaid taxes. 

To help as a guide, below 
are the “Top 10 Tip-offs to a 
Rip-off’. 


1. ) High pressure sales or 
frequent calls are signs that 
it’s a scam. 

2. ) If the caller demands 
an immediate decision, it’s 
likely a rip-off. 

3. ) People requesting a credit 
or debit card or any banking 
account information. 

4. ) If the caller offers to send 
someone to your home or to 
overnight something. 

5. ) Something for free 
is usually a reason to be 
suspicious. 

6. ) Unresponsive to 
questions or too quick to 
answer by cutting you off. 

7. ) An investment without a 
risk. 

8. ) Will not provide written 
information or references. 

9. ) Not registered with the 
Attorney General’s Office. 

10. ) If it sounds too good to 
be true, it often is.

The $17,500 bid from 
Mudcat Construction said: 
“This bid is too (sic) include 
the equipment, trucks, and 
labor to remove this slip to a 
location nearby.

Barrett told the court 
members that FEMA, which 
is paying for the work, re¬ 
quires that it be completed 
before school starts early in 
August.

County Judge/Execu¬ 
tive Steve Mays said that the 
court needed to go with the 
low bidder. 

Magistrate Carl Ross said 
the all of the work described 
in Mudcat’s bid must be done. 
“Can’t leave nothing undone,” 
Ross said. 

He also said that each 
contractor should write down 
what they are going to do. 

Magistrate Everett Lee 
Marshall suggested that the 
matter be tabled to let Bar¬ 
rett go over the bids with the 
representative from FEMA. 
(Barrett said that representa¬ 
tive was to be in town this past 
Tuesday.) 

The court then went on 
to the next item on the agenda, 
awarding a bid for various 
breaks on roads around the 
county. 

AWI submitted a bid of 
$37.72 per foot. 

Hinkle Environmental 
Services’ bid had prices for 
different parts of a job in¬ 
cluding drilling railroad rails, 
cribbing, excavation, #2 stone 
backfill and shoulder stone. 
There was no per foot bid. 

King-Crete’sbidwas $29.99 
per foot. 

Marshall, again, sug¬ 
gested tabling the matter 
until Barrett could advise as to 
which bid was the best. 

Barrett said that the 
county has traditionally done 
such projects by the foot. 

Magistrate Tim Branden¬ 
burg then made the motion 
that the bid go to the lowest 
bidder - King-Crete. 

The court agreed. 

After the court approved 
claims and transfers, Mays 
brought the Brush Creek proj¬ 
ect back. 

He had County Finance 
Officer Pearl Spencer read the 
bids again. 

“To me you have to accept 
the low bid,” Mays said. 

Magistrate Dean Noe 
said he liked the way Mudcat 
worded its bid. 

Gary King of King-Crete 
said that Donnie Best of Mud¬ 
cat had done more to explain 
what was to be done than ei¬ 
ther he or the other bidder. 

Best then said that the 
place to take the material for 
dumping is “quite a bit more 
than one mile” from the site. 

Archie Wathen of AWI 
said the location is within a 
mile. 

The court then accepted 
AWI’s bid. 

Brandenburg then said, 
“All work in the future should 
be bid out and bid out fairly.” 

Also during the court’s 
regular monthly meeting, the 


only bid for two new ambu¬ 
lances was opened. 

AEV Ambulances of 
Corbin submitted a bid of 
$81,106 for each. 

Ambulance Service Direc¬ 
tor Joe Broadwell said that the 
service spends about $8,000 a 
month on repairs, and believed 
that spending $2,000 a month 
for two new ones would be 
better. 

Spencer said she believes 
she could beat the three per¬ 
cent interest rate offered with 
the purchase. 

The court approved the 
bid, contingent on Mays and 
Spencer coming up with a fi¬ 
nancing plan. 

Mays noted that the 
court has received a copy of 
the Three Forks Regional Jail’s 
2015-16 Budget. 

The major sources of rev¬ 
enue in the $2,503,520 budget 
are for housing state prison¬ 
ers - $1,300,000; Breathitt 
County inmates - $280,000;
